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Highlights of the St. Louis Business Meeting 
of the American Dental Association 


Commissions Pending No Longer Basis for 
Deferment by Selective Service Boards 


Those dentists who are likely to be 
called into service in the next few months 
are advised by the Procurement and 
Assignment Service to apply for their 
commissions now. A new ruling has 
been issued by the War Department to 
the effect that individuals who have ap- 
plied for their commissions but have not 
received them, and who are classified as 
1A by their local draft boards may be 
inducted into the service in a non-pro- 
fessional capacity while their commis- 
sions are pending. As Colonel Sam 
Seeley, Executive Officer, Selective Serv- 
ice System, said in his talk Wednesday, 
August 26, before the House of Dele- 
gates, “He who procrastinates is likely 
to become a private.” In other words, 
dentists under thirty-seven years of age 
who expect to be called into military 
service should not wait to apply for their 
commissions until their induction is im- 
minent. Some time is required for a 
commission to be granted and while the 
application is being considered the local 
selective service board is likely to in- 
duct the applicant as a private soldier. 


GENERAL MILLS 


General Robert H. Mills, Chief, Den- 
tal Division, Surgeon General’s Office, 
in discussing “Dentistry in the Army” 
before the House of Delegates declared, 
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“The response of our profession during 
this emergency has been satisfactory. 
The spirit of patriotism shown by men 
of our profession in being willing to make 
the necessary sacrifices to meet the de- 
mands made upon them is at least the 
equal of any other group of professional 
men.” 

Since April, according to a statement 
by General Mills, approximately 5,000 
applications for dental commissions have 
been received by the War Department. 
Over 2,000 commissions have been 
granted and about 700 have been re- 
jected, principally because of physical 
condition. 

General Mills said, “Our profession’s 
responsibility is not only to furnish ade- 
quate personnel for our armed services 
but also to maintain satisfactory dental 
services for the civilian population. From 
the percentage of selectees who have 
been rejected for dental defects, one 
must assume that the general public is 
not now receiving proper or full dental 
care. That being the case, it would be an 
injustice to deprive it of more dentists 
than are necessary to render adequate 
dental service to our armed forces. 

“Dentists who are not needed for use 
in their professional capacity as officers 
in the Service should not be drafted and 
taken from their practices and made to 
serve in some other capacity, but should 
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be allowed to remain at home and 
render needed professional service in 
their home communities.” 

It was also pointed out that approxi- 
mately one-half the casualties in Great 
Britain are civilians and that adequate 
medical and dental home care must be 
available for emergencies. To assure 
safeguarding the civilian population, 
General Mills explained that the Pro- 
curement and Assignment Service was 
being utilized. He added, “It has func- 
tioned admirably not only in securing 
professional men for the armed services 
but also in preventing civilian communi- 
ties from being drained of professional 
men.” 

General Mills made it clear that “in 
the Army, the dentist is not only a den- 
tist but also an officer of the Army. Some 
of his duties must necessarily concern 
the problems of command and supply 
which go with all Army installations.” 

The treatment and evacuation of 
battle casualties falls to the dental officer, 
General Mills said, explaining that “dur- 
ing actual combat they must put aside 
their professional dental duties to partici- 
pate in the more immediate needs.” 


Furthermore, “the dental officer in the 
combat zone must assume wider obliga- 
tions a large part of the time and must 
act as an auxiliary medical officer. In 
the first World War and in the present 
World War dental officers have proved 
that their training in the basic sciences 
and in the principles of surgery, sup- 
plemented with the training that they 
receive in the military service makes 
them valuable as auxiliary medical of- 
ficers in the forward areas. Dental officers 
working with medical officers always 
have played a major part in the treat- 
ment of maxillofacial wounds in all of 
our military hospitals.” 


COLONEL SEELEY 


Lieutenant Colonel Sam F. Seeley in 
an excellent discussion before the House 
of Delegates reviewed the accomplish- 
ments and the aims of the Procurement 
and Assignment Service. He explained 


that the ratio of 1.5 dentists per 1,000 
service men in the Army and Navy prob- 
ably will be increased because of the 
lowered dental standards now required 


for induction into the services. Soon all 


dentists under thirty-seven will be sent 
an invitation to apply for a commission — 
for at the present time there is sufficient 
need by the Army and Navy for every 
professionally and physically qualified 
dentist under the age of thirty-seven who 
is not at the moment necessary in a civil 
capacity. Those who have no dependents 
will receive the first invitation. Those 
over thirty-seven will not receive formal 
invitations until the supply under thirty- 
seven has been exhausted. 


RESOLUTION ON “*THE EXPERT” 


A resolution prepared by the officers 
of the Chicago Dental Society regarding 
the book known as “The Expert” was 
submitted to the House of Delegates 
through the Board of Trustees. The 
resolution was as follows : 


“RESOLVED by the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Dental Association 
in regular session in the City of St. Louis, 
Missouri this 25th day of August, 1942, 
that immediate steps be taken to enforce 
the ruling of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation with respect to listings in “The 
Expert” and to facilitate such enforce- 
ment that the Secretary of each com- 
ponent Society be sent a copy of the of- 
ficial ruling of the American Dental As- 
sociation with respect thereto, and be it 
further 


“RESOLVED that as of and from this 
date the Secretary of the American Den- 
tal- Association be directed to furnish 
the Secretaries of all constituent Societies 
and the Editor of the Journal of the 
American Dental Association copies of 
all official rulings affecting the conduct 
of the Association’s members, and the 
Editor be directed to publish such of- 
ficial rulings in the issue of the Journal 
of the American Dental Association im- 
mediately following their issuance.” This 
resolution was approved. 
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FUTURE A.D.A. MEETINGS POSTPONED 


Another resolution prepared by the 
Board of Trustees was approved by the 
House of Delegates to the effect that for 
the duration of the period of difficult 
transportation, the scientific meetings of 
the American Dental Association be 
postponed. An annual meeting of the 
Officers, Committees and House of Dele- 
gates will be held to conduct the busi- 
ness of the Society. Recognizing the need 
of scientific meetings for developing 
knowledge and interest, the resolution 
stated that local and state society meet- 
ings should be encouraged. 

A telegram was read to the Delegates 
from Joseph B. Eastman, Director, Office 
of Defense Transportation, in regard to 
the cancellation of the 84th Annual Con- 
vention of the Association. He declared : 
“At a time when the growing burden on 
railway passenger facilities made it neces- 
sary for me to ask that conventions not 
immediately connected with the war pro- 
gram be postponed for the duration, I 
was convinced that I would have the full 
cooperation of organizations such as the 
American Dental Association. The action 
taken by your Board of Trustees, in 
cancelling for the first time in 84 years 
of the Association’s history, the annual 
convention which was to have been held 
this month, is indeed a patriotic contri- 
bution toward the solution of our pas- 
senger transportation problems.” 


PAUL V. MCNUTT 


Also read to the Delegates was a letter 
from Paul V. McNutt, Federal Security 
Administrator and head of the War 
Manpower Commission, in which he ex- 
pressed praise for the contributions Den-. 
tistry has made to the nation’s war 


effort. The letter addressed to President 
Oren A. Oliver follows : 
“Dear Doctor Oliver : 

During the last year I have had many 
opportunities to know and appreciate 
the patriotic service of the dental profes- 
sion. You, Dr. Oliver, and your dis- 
tinguished colleague, Dr. Camalier, have 
made outstanding contributions to the 
work of the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service and the Health and Med- 
ical Committee. Your country and your 
profession will long have cause for grati- 
tude. 

I wrote to you on July 11 and ex- 
pressed my regret that plans already 
made would make it impossible to ac- 
cept your invitation to address your St. 
Louis meeting. Accept my thanks for 
the invitation and extend my sincere 
best wishes to the officers and to your 
members. Though we may not meet, 
we stand together shoulder to shoulder 
until the Victory is won.

Subjects : 

1. Traumatic Surgery: Two lectures 
which will cover the following: a) the 
treatment of shock and hemorrhage ; b) 
the use of splints; c) the treatment of 
burns; d) the use of blood plasma; e) 
the use of the sulfonamide drugs ; f) and 
such other subjects of a surgical nature 
as are encountered under conditions of 
warfare. 

2. Tropical Medicine: Two lectures 
to acquaint dentists with the tropical 
diseases that they may encounter on the 
global battlefronts, the oral manifesta- 
tions of such diseases, and such other 
aspects as come under the wide scope of 
tropical medicine. 

3. Military Sanitation: Two lectures. 
In combat a dental officer is often en- 
trusted with the duties of a sanitation 
officer. He is in charge of the protection 
of water supply, the disposal of sewage, 
and the proper handling of foodstuffs. 

4. Aviation Medicine: Two lectures. 
This new problem in medical science 
offers wide possibilities for study and in- 
vestigation. There are certain definite 
dental implications in aviation medicine. 
For example: Partial stenosis of the 
eustachian tube caused by overclosure of 
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the mandible makes the equalization of 
external and internal pressure difficult 
during rapid aerial descent. It has been 
found that many fliers, particularly dive 
bombers, need their vertical dimension 
opened and the condylar head reposi- 
tioned to prevent the syndrome of dizzi- 
ness, ringing in the ears, and stuffiness 
which frequently follows rapid descent. 

5. Military Psychiatry: Two lectures. 
It is known that when large groups of 
people are gathered together either as 
combatants or as civilian victims of war- 
fare, certain neuroses are likely to de- 
velop. The dental officer should be 
prepared to meet these behavior prob- 
lems among the people he may have to 
treat. 

6. Nutrition in Wartime: Two lec- 
tures. The use of dehydrated and con- 
centrated food has nutritional and dental 
importance. It is likewise important that 
the dentist know something about the 
nutritional conditions and the possible 
deficiency diseases that confront troops 
in the widespread territories of present 
warfare. 

7. Prosthetic Services in War: Three 
lectures on the general subject of pros- 
thetic services in war, including: a) con- 
struction of splints for the use of fracture 
reduction and immobilization; b) pros- 
thetic facial restorations of the nose, ear, 
and other parts; c) construction of 
aviation splints, the basic subject of 
which was mentioned and will be covered 
under Aviation Medicine. 

8. Oral Surgery in War: Three lec- 
tures on the general subject, including: 
a) local anesthesia under war conditions ; 
b) general anesthesia under war condi- 
tions; c) fundamental techniques in 
plastic and maxillo-facial surgery. 

In addition to these eighteen lectures 
there will be six lectures covering mili- 
tary background information, and three

Nutrition in War Time.—Overcooking and 
twice cooking should be avoided as far as 
possible. Take as an example the effect of 
heat on cabbage. In the raw state 1 ounce of 
cabbage per day will protect an adult from 
scurvy. If the cabbage is boiled for twenty 
minutes 4 ounces will be required to protect 
from scurvy, if it is boiled for one hour 10 
ounces will be required. If it is boiled with 
soda for only a short time it will be valueless 
as a protective against scurvy. Jam, which is 
made with long heating and stirring of fruits, 
contains no vitamin C. Marmalade is made 
from oranges, a fruit which normally contains 
a large amount of this vitamin, but as a result 
of the long cooking which it receives its vita. 
min C content is negligible. Cooking meat or 
potatoes or other vegetables twice usually 
destroys all traces of even the more heat stable 
vitamins, such as vitamin B. The water in 
which vegetables have been boiled should not 
be wasted because it contains many of the 
mineral salts of the vegetable; it should be 
made into a soup, preferably a thick one, with 
peas, beans, lentils or potatoes; alternatively, § 
it could be made into a gravy and used to | 
pour over meat.—Bourne, Geoffrey: Nutrition 7 
and the War, Cambridge University Press, 
1940.
